And were this the preſent Occaſion of our ſolemn 
Meeting, it might juſtly be expected from Me, 
that I ſhould, Firſt, aſſert and vindicate the Anti- 
quity and Superiority of the Epiſcopal Office : And, 
Secondly, that T ſhould urge an Attendance. to, 
and a diligent Execution of that good Vork. 
Bux, by the very naming of the Text, we ſeem 
already prepar d for another and a more mournful 
Subject: Such an one, as forbids Me the firſt of 
uſe, and ſaves Me the Trouble of the other. It 
would be but an improper Entertainment, while 
ue are paying our laſt Tribute to one of theewiſeſt, 
as well as beſt-natur d Men, to enter into a Con-

1 been old enough, had certainly been foremoſt in the 
F Day of Battle. He wanted neither Courage of 
8 Mind, nor Zeal for the Cauſe. But tho his Years 
1 did not permit Him to take up Arms, yet they were 
3d ſufficient to give Him early Poſſeſſion of Loyal 
Prineiples, early Averſion to Rebellion. Twas hap- 
= py for ſuch an Infant-Mind to receive ſuch a. Tin- 
1 Cure. "Twas not for everybody tq be Proof againſt 
ſo much proſperous Iniquity; or to be diſcerning 
enough to ſee the Merits, and eſpouſe the Cauſe ot 
a diſtreſſed Church and Menarchy. He was then to 
| be educated, when the Care of Education, the Go- 
vernment of Schools, and even the Schools of ti the Pro. 
phets, were ſubject to Rebels and Mechanicks. - But 
thro' all theſe; Clouds and Miſt of Ignorance = 
Enthuſiaſm, He diſcern'd the Beauties, and adher'd

| When our old Conſtitution reviv d! in Church — 
State; twas but reaſonable, they ſhould fare beſt who 
had ſuffer'd moſt. And, tho? that Maxim was not 
fo univerſally follow'd as it might have beeniwiſh'd, 
yet the: Merits of the Northainpton-Family were too 
great to be over-look'd by a Gracious and Good - 
natur d Prince. For, befide the Claim they had 
upon. the. Crown for their former Sufferings and 
Services, from whom could the King expeck more 
faithful Allegiance, than from them, whoſe Lives 
and Fortunes had been devoted to Him, when eve-

Taro s was this Admirable Perſon recommended

Ver neither was this Advancement ſudden and 
haſty. - He paſs d thro ſeveral Stages, aud experienc d 
very different Conditions. In any of them He might 
have made his Fortunes, and had a Mind and Bo- 
| 10 fitted for the molt active Life. But his Eye 
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was always toward the Church: And (ſuch is the 


State of Men and Things) ſo very regular a Piety, 
and fo ſteady a Courſe of Vertue, would have look d 
very fingular in a Soldier, indeed in any but a 
Clerg y- man. R 

I xx better to prepare Him for that Figure, He 
was afterward to make; He ſpent ſome Years in 
Travelling: Not to fuck in the Maxims of Fo- 
reign States, or to try the Vices of Foreign Courts: 
Not before He knew our own Conſtitution in Church 
and State, was able to defend it, and ſure to ſtick to 


it. He obſerv'd and examin'd the Civil and Eccle- 


ſiaſtical Polities abroad; He made them his Study, 
but not his Rule. The more He ſtay d in France 
and Italy, c. the more Engh/ſh- Man He was. He 
came Home the better States-Man, and the better 
Church-Man. He was Proof againſt all their Arts, 
to debauch either his Principles or his Practices. 
He ſaw their Manners, but did not imitate them. 
What was worth while He brought Home with 
him. He learn d their Languages, and retain'd them 
perfectly. This made Him able to converſe with, 


as He was ever @attev , ready to receive and entertain, 
Strangers. This the better qualify'd Him for that

HE was always eaſy of Acceſs, and ready to do 
good Offices. In his Friendſhips He was conſtant, 
(1 may fay, inflexible.) He had liv'd in difficult- 
and trying Times; when Friends were moſt wanted, 
and beſt diſtinguiſned; when twas dangerous to be 
faithful, and profitable to betray; when thoſe of his 
own Houſhold were tempted to be his Foes, and the 
Favour of the beft of Maſters did not ſeem equal to 
the Gain of diſcovering and deſerting Him: Then 
it was that Reſolution and Fidelity were the beſt 
diſcern'd, and would be ſure to recommend for ever 
to a Gracious Lord, who would rather over- rate, 
than not ſufficiently compenſate a faithful Service- 
_ *Ihi, He wasgivento Hoſpitality *, as much as any Man; 
but generous and charitable beyond Example. His 
Table was always furniſhed, and always free to 
thoſe, whom Reſpect or Buſineſs drew to Him. But 
they were not only his Friends and Neighbours his Ho- 
ſpitality was extended to; He provided for twelve 
poor People conſtantly, for many others accidental - 
ly every Day at his Gate.
